V/c would like to ilraw the nlton- 
li.^n of tho farmers of the dlatrict, 
i\n 1 ('opccinlly the irrigation farmer 
t) the Farm Short Course being held 
next Tuesday and Wrdnrsday at the 
rrovlncial School of Agriculture here 
Two full days c»f lectures and prac- 
ll.al demunatrations will be given un 
der the auspices of the Department 
of Agriculture and sponsored by the 
Boar of Trade and during these two 
days there will be present some of 
Iho outstanding niithorttles in the 
Dominion on the various subjects 
treated. 

Vhe exact personnel cf the prog¬ 
ramme Is not knowTi yet, but lectur- 
re will be given in practical irrigat¬ 
ion. which will include levels, amount 
of water, when to apply, etc. Hogs 
will by treated by Professor R. D. 
Sinclair who, we understand has 
just retuned from one year’s stay 
in Britain where he has been studlng 
this question at close quarters, who 
will speak regarding the outlook of 
the foreign market for hogs, and 
will also apeak on Management and 
Feeding of Hogs for profitable prod 
uctlon. Potatoes. Poultry, Farm Card 
ens. and numerous other subjects 
will be treated. Including a talk on 
the subject of “Balancing the Farm 
Budget.” 

We are aware of the attitude of 
3caie that these men arc all theorists 
and therefore it is a waste of time 
to listen to them. W’e wonder just 
how many of these Indiriduals take 
tho time to study out their arglcult 
Ural problems. It seems to us that 
our farming progra:n is about the 
most haphazad thing we get into. We 
plant what our neighbors plant., if 
one succeeds all of us make money, 
bat if one fails w'c nearly all go the 
same w’ay. If some one strikes out 
on a new' system or to try out some 
thing an fails w'e all dub him a num 
her of different kind of fool. If he 
succeeds and makes some money wc 
praise him and try to find out how 
he canagej it so wc can horn in. or 
else we call him shrewd and a tight 
w'ad because he has a fev/ dollars 
more than most of us. 

When the Government is spending 
that huge sums that are spent every 
year in experiment and research. It 
seems worse than foolish for any 
of U8 to say that the assimiliation 
of the results of this work Is not val 
liable. W'hy not abolish the Experlm 
cntal Farms, the K.O.P. Flocks of 
Poultry and Government tested herds 
of Dairy Cattle. Swine, etc., and tell 
the Government that what was gooj 
enough for people a hundred years 
ago Or more is good enough for us 
and W’C do not desire to progre.-s. 
Tell them wc arc not converted to 
the notor car and are desirious of 
going back to the horse and buggy 
for our travel and the ox team and 
walking plough. You say, what fool- 
i.sh than for us to carry on in the 
same old fashion and not try to 
make two kernels of grain grow’ now 
where on^ grew before. 

The sole purpose of this sti iy 
and research which represents such 
n vast expenditure each year, is to 
try and equip us so that we can 
hold our own in a rapiily chang¬ 
ing world, where competition is be¬ 
coming more keen every day. It 
costs no more to feed a 300 egg hen 
than it does a 100 egg hen. a.iul the 
extra eggs mark the difference be 
tw’een profitable an i unprofitable 
poultry keeping. The same Is true of 
hogs, cattle, sheep, and everything 
wc have to sell. The idea is to cut 
the costs of production and realize 
more profit out of what is sold. 
That is the idea back of the Short 
Course. Prices are low, and nearly 
everthing under present production 
methods is produced at a loss. How 
many years can we continue to grow 
beets, wheat, etc., at a loss or how 
many hundred thousand hogs can we 
s:-ll at leas than production costs. 

This course will help to show ui 
where so nc of our losses occur and 
give UR on opportunity to correct 
them. Maybe our stock is of the 
wrong type. Tt may be we need to rc 
mrd *1 outbuildingH. It may be we 
need to change some of our systems 
of feeding. Things that may have 
been Ala few years ago .may be 
entirely obfolete now, and because of 
these many questions the Bho.t 
(>>urse is arranged. Now. Mr. Farm 
er, arrange vour affalrn ro that you 
can attend this course. Take your 
pencil and paper and make notes of
